PHARMACY REGULATIONS, 


The following are the details of the examina- 
tion which all vendors*of poisonous substances 
must pass, in accordance with Article 12 of the 
new regulations, before obtaining the necessary 
authorisation to sell such substances :— 

Candidates will be examined on the first 
Monday of every month at the offices of the 
Sanitary Administration, Cairo, in the hospitals 
at Alexandria and the other gouvernorats, and 
in the headquarters of the moudiriehs. They 
will be required 

‘(l) to show their knowledge of the text of 
the new regulations with regard to the sale of 
poisonous substances ; 

(2) ‘To be able to read and write at dictation 
the names of all the substances mentioned in 
the lists appended to the regulations ; 

(3) To show a perfect knowledge of metrical 
weights and measures ; 

(4) To be able to distinguish at least 15 of 
the following substances :—Cobalt (metallic 
arsenic), arsenic acid realgar (red sulphate of 
arsenic), orpument (yellow sulphide of arsenic), 
hydrocyanic acid, cyanide of potassium, bi- 
chloride of mercury, bisulphate of mercury, 
yellow oxide of mercury, red oxide of mercury, 
acetate of lead, sulphate of zinc, chloride of 
zinc, acetate of copper, tartar antimony, phos- 
phorus, chloroform, picric acide, oxalic acid ; 

(5) To explain the method (a) of employing 
the above-mentioned substances, (4) of bottling 
aid labelling them, etc., ete. ; : 

(6) To demonstrate their ability to keep 
registers of the sale of poisonous substances. 

Candidates satisfying the*examiners will be 
entitléd to receive a license to sell such sub- 
stances, bat in no case will the license be 
granted till. the Sanitary Department has 
satisfied itself that the shop or place of sale is 
well-aired, dry, and clean, and displays the 
name of the person licensed in legible charac- 
ters on its front.

TARDY TELEGRAMS,

about two hours in transmission from Alex- 
andria, and many are the persons who have 


passing through Tantah after the train with 
their friends had left! This is a serious 
state of things which should not be allowed to 
continue. Itis to be hoped that we shall 
soon have the telephone line working, and 
then the Telegraph Department will see 
their receipts diminish appreciably in conse- 
quence of théit lax methods, ; 


GUM ARABIC EXPORTS,

QUEEN HATSHEPSU.,. 


Keen regret was felt throughout Egypto- 
logical circles when theannouncement was made 
that the tomb of Queen Hatshepsu contained 
nothing. but a large sarcophagus, when dis- 
covered and opened last winter, beneath the 
temple of Deir-el-Bahri. An American Egypto- 
logist, just returning form Thebes, reports that 
he believes many other articles belonging to 
Hatshepsu were discovered and stolen by the 
native excavators, for he has already seen six 
exquisite alabaster ointment pots and seven 
delicate toilette knives bearing the full hiero- 
glyphic name of this famous queen. 

‘he sum of £100 was asked for each of 
these articles, but the amount is considered 
very excessive, as an alabaster jar, bearing the 
cartouche of King Seneferu, was sold a short

THEFT OF SPECIE “GROUPS.” - 


A Marseilles ¢ontemporary of the 27th ulto. 
states :—50 “groups,” each containing 15,000 
franes.in pounds sterling, arrived at Marseilles 
from Paris yesterday. ‘These “groups,” which 
were forwarded by the Allard Bank, of Paris, 
were destined for the National Bank of Egypt, 
at Alexandria, and were to be embarked on 
board the 8.8. Congo, of the Messageries 
Maritimes. ‘They were deposited in the sheds 
of the “gare, maritime,” and this morning it 
was reported that six Of the sacks had been 
stolen. ‘I'he thieves had concealed themselves 
in the sheds and carried away the booty, after 
having made a hole in the partition which 
separated them from the street. No trace of 
the thieves has been found. 


CATTLE PLAGUE, 


During the week ending yesterday, 33 
deaths from bovine typhus were reported 
throughout Egypt, 32 of which were in Lower 
and 1 in Upper Egypt, as against 64 reported 
in the previous week, showing a decrease of 31. 

Since the beginning of the epidemic, the 
total number of deaths reported amounts to 
"146,515, distributed as follows :—Gouvernorats, 
852; Lower Egypt, 53,538; Upper Egypt, 
92,125. 

During the last week no new localities were 
reported infected. 139 inoculations with serum 
were made. ?

Residents of Egypt will no doubt be glad to 
be reminded of the fact that at the commence- 
ment of the Cairo season, for the first two or 
three sailings of their Nile steamers to As- 
souan, Messrs. Thos.

‘rhe college will be half-way between Matarieh 
station and Abbassieh, and-is to be erected on a 
plot of land purchased from Sakakini Pasha, 
14,000 square metres in extent. This extensive. 
site will allow of the erection ofa fine large 
college to comprise three separate - buildings, 
viz., the dormitories and class-rooms, a science 
building, and.a chapel or auditorium. The new 
college will be three stories high and will 
accommodate between 150 and 200 boarders, 
besides 200 day scholars. 'I'he works will com- 
mence as soon as the Nile will permit, and the 
contractors can commence the foundations, 

‘he Mission has so far in hand towards the 
total expenses of land and buildings 60,000 
dollars, or about £12,000, of which half has 
been raised in America and between £600 and 
£700 in Egypt, and they hope that their many 
friends and old pupils in this country will 
come forward and help the good cause of 
native female edueation, irrespective of creed 
aiid nationality, which has been carried on 
with such signal success for a long number of 
years by the Mission. y

will be completed and ready for occupation in 
about a year and a half from the Ist January 
next.
